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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 08/26/2009, with respect to claims 50 
and 81 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous of rejection has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 50,51,53,56,77,78, 80, 81,82,85,86,87,88,89,96 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 50, the prior art of record alone or in combination neither 
teaches nor makes obvious the invention of a nitride semiconductor structure 
comprising: "an indium-containing p-type nitride semiconductor layer formed directly on 
a second portion of said top surface of said p-type base layer, wherein said n-type 
emitter layer is not formed on the second portion , and said indium-containing p-type 
nitride semiconductor layer has an indium mole fraction that is higher than an indium 
mole fraction of said p-type InGaN base layer , and does not contact said n-type emitter 
layer" in combination of all of the limitations of claim 50. Claims 51 ,53,56,77,78, 80 and 
87 include all of the limitations of claim 50. 

Regarding claim 81, the prior art of record alone or in combination neither 
teaches nor makes obvious the invention of a nitride semiconductor structure 
comprising: "an indium-containing p-type nitride semiconductor layer formed directly on 
a second portion of said top surface of the p-type base layer which has been exposed 
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by dry etching , wherein said indium-containing p-type nitride semiconductor layer has 
an indium mole fraction that is higher than an indium mole fraction of said p-type InGaN 
base laver , and does not contact said n-type emitter layer;" in combination of all of the 
limitations of claim 81 . Claims 82,85,86,88 and 89 include all of the limitations of claim 
81.
